prisoners, num bering 1,000, have of­ 
fered “passive resistance," d arin g pri­ 
son officials to force them back into 
the shops. 
A fter a night of restlessness, the 
prisoners w ere aroused at 6 a. rn. and 
m arched to break fast. 
P resence of th e police seem ed to 
have som e Influence on them . 
They 
w ere quiet and orderly. 
T he officers w ere augm ented by 40 
new guards. 
One thousand national guardsm en 
w ere assem bled outside the w alls and 
m achine guns w ere posted a t s tra te ­ 
gic points. 
A tru c k load of night stick s was 
tak en to the prison by Sheriff H arry 
P aul. 
W arden T hom as arm ed him self w ith 
revolvers.

"I realised a fte r th e Are

T he m essage w as delivered to both 
houses and dealt p articu larly w ith the 
proposal for tra n sfe r of th e prohibi­ 
tion m achinery from th e treasu ry to 
th e justice d epartm ent. 
"S ubstantial 
progress 
has 
been 
m ade upon som e of 
th e 
m easures," 
said the president's m essage, "yet we 
a re nearing th e end of th e present 
session and I cannot too strongly urge 
th e necessity of action upon all these 
recom m endations 
before 
adjourn 
m ent.” 
T he president review ed 
th e 
five 
recom m endations in his m essages of 
Ju n e 6 and D ecem ber 3 and declared 
these “reform s are necessary if I am 
to perform the high d u ty w hich falls 
upon the executive of enforcem ent of 
th e federal law s.” 
In addition to the tra n sfe r of the 
prohibition bureau, w hich is provided 
for in an act alread y passed by th e 
house and reported by th e senate ju ­ 
diciary com m ittee, Mr. H oover asked 
fo r relief of court congestion, for ex­ 
tension of federal prisons w ith m ore 
adequate parole system s and o th er 
m odern trea tm e n t of 
prisoners, 
for 
vigorous reorganization of the border 
control "in o rd er to consolidate Var­ 
ina agencies so as effectually to p re­ 
vent illegal en try of both aliens and 
goods,” and for en actm en t into law 
of the recom m endations of the a tto r­ 
ney general for adequate prohibition 
m achinery in the D istrict of Colum ­ 
bia. 
We have w ithin th e lim its of ex­ 
is tin g legislation im proved 
the 
per­ 
sonnel and g reatly increased the ef­ 
ficiency of the existing federal m a­ 
chin ery in crim inal law enforcem ent 
d u rin g 
the 
past 
year," 
P resident 
H oover's m essage said. 
"The above 
reform s are necessary, however, if I 
am to perform the high duty w hich 
falls upon the executive of enforce­ 
m ent of the federal laws. 
W hile a considerable part of this 
condition arises from th e laws rel&t- 
ing tq„ intoxicating 
liquor, 
yet 
the 
laws relating to narcotics, autom obile 
thefts, etc., w hich have been enacted 
by th e congress during recent years, 
also contribute to cre ate the present 
condition. 
T his is well indicated by 
th e fact less th a n one th ird of federal 
prisoners are due to prohibition. 
"O ur obedience to law, our law e n ­ 
forcem ent and judicial organization, 
or judicial procedure, o ur care and 
m ethods of handling prisoners, is re­ 
lation not only to federal governm ent, 
but also to th e state and m unicipal 
governm ents, are far from the sta n ­ 
d ard s th a t m ust be 
secured; 
these 
proposals, while they do not com pre­ 
hend the whole w hich rem ains to be 
done in the nation, are a step tow ard 
liftin g the federal stn a d ard s w hich 
m ust have a general beneficial influ­ 
ence."
